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ALCOHOL  IN  PHARMACY. 

(Original  Contribution.)

1st  PART. 

The  part  played  in  pharmacy  by  alcohol  is  second  to  none  in 
importance.  Whether  we  regard  it  in  its  position  as  a  solvent,  or  as  a 
preserving  agent,  or  as  an  active  ingredient,  in  any  of  these  aspects  it 
plays  a  most  prominent  part  in  the  pharmacy  of  to-day.  Indeed,  it 
has  ever  done  so  since  the  discovery  of  Spirit  of  Wine  or  Spirit  of  Nitre. 
One  writer  in  the  temperance  cause  says  that  the  name  Al-Kohol 
(which  is  Arabic  in  its  origin)  signifies  “  The  Black,”  and  draws  the 
conclusion  that  this  name  was  given  to  it  because  of  its  evil  properties. 

We  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  in  this  colony  every 
obstacle  is  placed  in  the  way  of  the  pharmacist  practically  studying 
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the  question  of  alcohol  production  and  its  application  to  his  business. 
The  heavy  duty  imposed  upon  the  article  itself,  and  upon  any 
medicine  containing  alcohol,  places  great  temptation  in  the  way  of 
the  pharmacist  to  obtain  his  spirit  supplies  from  sources  not 
profitable  to  the  revenue.  Spirit  illicitly  distilled  has  proved  to  he 
invariably  very  inferior  in  quality,  being  rich  in  Amylic  Alcohol,  and 
frequently  poor  in  Ethyl  Alcohol — in  fact,  in  every  way  inferior  to 
the  Spt.  vini  Beet,  of  the  B.P.  Again,  there  is  the  temptation  to 
use  less  spirit  in  many  preparations  than  that  ordered  by  the  B.P. 
Hence  some  pharmacists  employ  equal  parts  of  Spt.  vini  Beet,  and 
water,  and  call  the  result  “proof  spirit.”  Again,  we  find  that 
parcels  of  rectified  spirit  are  offered  for  sale  in  the  colonies  at  low 
rates,  and  apparently  very  much  lower  than  the  current  prices. 
These  goods  are  usually  offered  to  men  who  are  not  likely  to  test  the 
strength  of  the  article  supplied,  and  hence  who  think  are  doing  good 
business  in  buying  spirit  five  per  cent,  cheaper,  but  ten  per  cent, 
inferior  in  alcoholic  value. 

I  write  for  the  business  man  more  than  the  student — for  the 
druggist  more  than  the  scientist — for  the  ignorant  more  than  for 
the  learned ;  and,  if  those  who  quarrel  at  my  style  of  expression  or 
method  of  handling  the  subject  will  show  me  a  more  excellent  way 
of  popularly  imparting  a  little  information  upon  this  important 
topic-  the  pharmacists  of  our  land  will  he  the  gainers. 

First,  let  me  give  a  few  hints  as  to  working  methods.  The 
Sykes’  Bevenue  Hydrometer  is  the  instrument  for  testing  the 
alcoholic  value  of  any  sample  of  spirit.  Of  course,  the  spirit  must 
be  free  from  “obscuration” — that  is,  it  must  not  contain  any  solid 
matter  which  will  render  the  reading  of  the  instrument  inaccurate. 
A  favourite  “  catch  ”  in  examination  is  to  give  a  student  a  sample  of 
glycerine  and  water,  with  about  fifty  per  cent,  of  Spirit  of  Wine,  in 
order  to  test  the  amount  of  alcohol  present.  Seeing  a  clear  solution, 
he  concludes  that  it  is  merely  a  sample  of  rectified  or  proof  spirit,  and 
omits  to  test  for  any  obscuration.  The  result  is  that  the  reading  of 
the  hydrometer  is  far  lower  than  it  ought  to  be  in  consequence  of  the 
greater  specific  gravity  of  glycerine  to  alcohol.  Hence,  wherever 
there  is  extractive  matter  in  the  alcoholic  solution,  it  is  necessary  to 
distil  the  sample  before  taking  the  strength  of  the  hydrometer.  The 
glass  Sykes’  Hydrometer  has  the  disadvantage  of  reading  truly  only 
at  the  temperature  for  which  it  is  made — commonly  60  cleg.  E. — 
and  hence  it  is  necessary  to  cool  the  liquid  to  that  temperature  before 
testing,  although  directions  are  given  for  correcting  the  reading  to 
any  temperature.  These  corrections  are  not  very  accurate.  For 
accurate  work  at  any  temperature  the  brass  hydrometer  of 
Sykes  must  be  used,  and  the  book  of  tables  accompanying 
the  instrument  will  supply  all  the  necessary  information.  This 
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instrument,  however,  is  somewhat  costly,  and  is  rarely  found  in  a 
druggist’s  shop.  The  Lalles’  Hydrometer  has  a  thermometer  com¬ 
bined,  and  directions  for  correction  upon  the  instrument.  The 
drawback  to  this  instrument  is  that  degrees  under  and  over  proof  are 
not  readily  read  off,  as  is  the  case  with  the  Sykes’  Hydrometer. 

Perhaps  the  most  practicable  method  of  testing  for  the  average 
pharmacist  would  be  the  use  of  a  specific  gravity  bottle  of  a  capacity 
of  250  grains.  With  such  an  instrument  he  can  readily  test  small 
quantities  of  spirit  by  taking  the  specific  gravity  and  then  referring 
to  one  of  his  books,  such  as  the  U.S.P.  Appendix,  in  which  will  be 
found  a  very  complete  table,  and  one  which  is  unequalled  for 
comprehensive  information  on  the  matter.  The  drawback  to  the 
.hydrometer  is  that  you  must  have  at  least  8  ozs.  of  liquid  to  float 
your  instrument,  but  with  the  small  specific  gravity  bottle  you  can 
work  with  little  over  half-an-ounce.  A  very  convenient  method  is 
the  glass  bead,  which  may  be  made  to  float  at  a  given  mark  in  any 
particular  strength  of  sjjirit.  For  instance,  one  bead  is  regulated  to 
float  to  the  central  band  when  dropped  into  proof  spirit.  If  the 
spirit  be  stronger  it  sinks,  and  if  weaker  it  floats  with  the  band  above 
the  surface.  Then  in  mixing  quantities  of  proof  spirit  it  is  merely 
necessary  to  add  water  to  rectified  spirit,  and,  when  the  mixture  has 
cooled  and  contracted,  to  accurately  correct  with  the  bead  as  a  guide.. 

It  is  a  popular  delusion  among  many  pharmacists  that  if  you 
mix  five  pints  of  Spt.  vini  Pect.  with  three  pints  of  water  your  product 
will  be  eight  pints  of  proof  spirit,  but  the  discusssion  of  this  error, 
and  the  calculations  with  respect  to  accurate  work  in  mixing  spirit  of 
various  strengths  to  produce  a  desired  result,  I  must  leave  to  my 
next  paper.

La  Grip/’ — Quite  a  number  of  pharmacists  have  been  suffering 
from  “  La  Grip,”  Messrs.  Kemp,  Abraham,  Butcher,  Dunkley,  Pye,  Wood, 
Jenken  and  Jones  amongst  others. 

Final  Examination. — Three  candidates  presented  themselves  at 
the  last  Final  Examination,  the  whole  of  whom  were  successful,  namely, 
Messrs.  Pawley,  Hamilton  and  George. 

Ir.  T.  B.  Melhuish  came  down  from  Bowral  this  month  to 
conduct  the  examination  in  Materia  Medica  and  Prescriptions,  but  returned 
the  saute  day.  We  are  glad  to  say  he  appeared  much  improved  in  health. 

Mr.  Oonnelgan,  late  of  William-street,  has  purchased  Mr. 
Clements’  business  at  Newtown.  The  shop  is  being  renovated  and  well 
stocked,  and  there  ought  to  be  a  good  show  at  this  spot.  Mr.  Connellan  is 
also  opening  a  branch  at  Ashfield,  midway  between  Mr.  Pye  and  Mr.  Jones. 

Messrs.  Sayers,  Allport  &  Potter  have  removed  from 
Hunter-street  into  much  larger  premises  at  4  O’Connell-street.  We  paid  a 
visit  to  the  new  establishment,  and  found  an  attractive  display  of  druggists* 
sundries,  comprising  india-rubber  goods,  plasters,  toilet  requisites,  Iioyte’s 
cologne,  &c.  We  note  some  of  these  young  firms  are  coming  to  the  front 
it  behoves  the  old  houses  to  look  to  their  laurels. 

An  Antidote  to  the  Opium  Habit.— A  young  American 
Doctor  declares  he  has  discovered  an  antidote  to  the  Opium  habit  by  adminis¬ 
tering  permanganate  of  potassium.  He  is  said  to  have  swallowed  8  grains  of 
Morphia  dissolved  in  two  wineglassfuls  of  water,  immediately  afterwards- 
swallowing  4  grains  of  the  permanganate  dissolved  in  the  same  quantity 
of  water,  but  the  poison  appeared  to  have  no  ill  effects. 

A  Chemist’s  Remarkable  Discovery. — A  Hungarian 
chemist,  Dr.  Johann  Antal,  already  favourably  known  for  his  researches  in 
toxicology,  on  3rd  June  (says  the  Westminster  Gazette)  reported  to  the 
Hungarian  Society  of  Physicians  that  he  had  discovered  a  new  chemical 
compound,  the  nitrate  of  cobalt,  which,  he  says,  is  a  most  efficacious  antidote- 
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to  poisoning  by  cyanide  of  potassium,  or  prussic  acid.  He  tried  the  antidote 
first  on  animals  and  afterwards  on  40  living  persons  who  had  been  accidentally 
poisoned  with  prussic  acid.  In  not  a  single  case  did  the  antidote  prove  a 
failure. 

A  New  Pharmacy, — We  have  had  an  opportunity  of  viewing 
the  new  pharmacy  opened  by  Mr.  Elder  at  Circular  Quay.  The  premises  are 
most  favourably  situated  for  doing  good  business  at  141  George-street. 
Every  detail  in  connection  with  the  fittings  and  internal  arrangements  for  the 
carrying  on  of  a  first-class  trade  has  been  completed  in  all  minutce,  and  no 
expense  has  been  spared.  Mr.  Erler  has  chosen  the  name  of  “  The  Red 
Cross  Pharmacy  ”  for  his  new  venture,  and  intends  having  all  his  labels 
printed  bearing  a  red  cross  as  a  trade  mark.  We  congratulate  the  gentleman 
upon  his  enterprise,  and  wish  him  every  success  in  his  undertaking. 

The  Pharmacy  Act- — Once  more  the  proceedings  to  get  a 
Pharmacy  Act  passed  will  have  to  be  commenced.  This  is  the  3rd  or  4th 
n*  w  Government  that  will  have  dealt  with  the  matter  if  the  Gibbs’  Government 
go  out  of  power.  It  seems  most  probable,  in  view  of  the  recent  elections,  that 
a  free-trade  ministry  will  hold  the  reins  soon  after  the  House  meets.  Let  us 
hope  that  Mr.  Carruthers,  or  some  gentleman  who  is  seized  with  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  bill,  will  be  the  new  Colonial  Treasurer.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy 
will,  no  doubt,  not  cease  their  efforts,  and  as  soon  as  the  Government  has 
settled  down,  we  shall  expect  to  hear  of  some  movement  on  the  part  of  the 
members  of  the  Board. 

A  New  Book  of  great  value  to  Pharmacists  has  just 
been  issued  by  L).  Haynes  &  Co.,  Detroit,  Mitchigan.  It  is  entitled  The 
Era  Formalory,  and  contains  5000  formulas  compiled  from  The  Pharmaceutical 
Era ,  and  published  under  the  direction  of  this  company.  The  work  is  divided 
into  nine  sections,  under  the  following  headings  : — “  Pharmaceutical  Pre¬ 
parations,”  “  Proprietary  Preparations,”  “  Toilet  Articles,”  “  Veterinary 
Remedies,”  “  Family  Medicines,”  “  Household  Formulas,”  “  Technical 
Recipes,  &c.,”  “  Processes,”  “  Paints,  Varnishes,  &c.,”  “  Miscellaneous.” 
This  new  addition  to  the  pharmaceutical  library  should  prove  a  boon  to  all. 
The  published  price  is  25s. 

Novel  Application  for  a  'Poisons  License. — A  rather 
novel  application  for  a  poisons  license  came  before  the  Pharmacy  Board  at 
the  last  meeting.  A  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England  wrote  in  rather 
peremptory  terms,  in  fact,  almost  demanding  registration.  He  wished  fi> 
establish  himself  in  business  at  Casino  as  a  chemist  and  druggist.  The 
moiety  he  was  receiving  as  a  healer  of  souls  was  so  small  he  could  hardly 
exist,  and  therefore  he  wished  to  better  himself  by  other  means.  The  letter 
was  backed  up  by  a  minute  from  the  Colonial  Treasurer,  but  the  Board 
however,  had  no  other  option  than  to  decline  to  grant  a  certificate,  as  the 
applicant  possessed  no  qualification  under  which  he  could  obtain  one. 

Mr.  Shillinglaw  is  on  the  warpath  down  in  Victoria,  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  report  of  the  number  of  law  cases  from  that  colony.  How 
would  it  be  to  employ  someone  here  who  understands  the  schedule,  instead  of 
letting  police  take  proceedings  ?  More  delinquents  escape  through  the 
ignorance  of  the  guardians  of  law  than  are  convicted,  simply  because  the 
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detective  does  not  know  what  are  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 
Our  readers  may  imagine  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  is  responsible  for  all 
proceedings  against  persons  for  illegal  selling,  but  such  is  not  the  case,  hence 
the  failures  to  convict  which  are  occasionally  reported.  If  there  were  a  paid 
employee  as  they  have  in  Victoria,  probably  our  efforts  to  rid  the  city  and 
country  of  quacks  and  charlatans  would  be  more  successful. 

Administering  Drugs  for  an  Bmproper  Purpose.— 
Grafton  Police  Court  was  the  scene  where  the  following  evidence  was  given 
in  reference  to  a  case  where  a  person  was  charged  with  administering  drugs 
for  an  improper  purpose.  The  accused,  upon  being  interviewed  by  the  mother 
of  prosecutrix,  admitted  having  had  improper  intercourse  with  prosecutrix, 
and  said,  “  Why,  you  think  too  much  of  this.  It’s  a  common  tiling  among 
the  married  ladies  of  Grafton.  When  people  go  on  an  excursion  or  have  a 
pleasure  trip  they  go  and  get  a  phial  of  stuff  from  the  chemist,  and  then  they 
can  all  enjoy  themselves.”  Witness  replied,  “  If  that  is  true,  there  must  be  a 
very  low  stage  of  morality  in  Grafton,”  to  which  observation  the  accused 
replied,  “It’s  one  ‘gentleman’  talking  to  another  that  finds  cut  these 
things.”  This  does  not  reflect  very  creditably  upon  Grafton  chemists,  but  is 
no  doubt  a  gross  libel  upon  these  gentlemen. 

The  Chemists”  Assistants  have  at  last  obtained  the 

recognition  they  deserve  at  the  hands  of  the  powers  who  have  control  of  the 
Pharmacy  Board  rooms.  We  stated  in  our  June  issue  that  the  objects  of 
the  meetings  which  it  was  proposed  to  hold  therein  had  probably  not  been 
stated  to  the  Colonial  Treasurer,  and  hence  the  refusal  to  grant  permission 
to  use  the  rooms.  We  are  pleased  to  state  that  our  supposition  was 

incorrect,  for  our  esteemed  friend,  Mr.  Pinhey  (the  Registrar),  assures  us  the 
letter  from  the  secretary  of  the  Assistants’  Association  was  dispatched  to  its 
destination  without  not<j  or  comment  from  him.  The  Pharmacy  Board,  at 
its  last  meeting,  decided  to  interpret  the  rather  vague  reply  which  was 

received,  viz.: — “That  the  Rooms  could  not  be  granted  for  any  other 
purpose  than  that  for  which  they  are  ostensibly  to  be  used,”  to  the  effect  that 
the  advancement  of  pharmacy  is  one  of  the  ostensible  objects  for  which  they 
can  be  used,  and  have  given  permission  to  use  one  of  the  rooms  for  one 
night  a  month. 

Demowai. — Mr.  Julius  Levy,  of  George-street  and  Charlotte  Place, 
has  secured  the  lease  of  very  extensive  premises  situated  at  Angel  Place,  very 
near  the  General  Post  Office.  The  main  entrance  is  in  Pitt-street,  off  the 
Angel  Hotel,  but  as  soon  as  the  buildings  now  being  erected  for  the  Equitable 
Life  Insurance  Company  are  ready  a  very  convenient  thoroughfare  will  be 
opened,  giving  access  to  the  warehouse  from  George-street  also.  It  can  be 
assumed  that  such  a  central  position  will  help  to  increase  this  steadily  growing 
business.  Having  this  increase  in  view,  the  dimensions  of  the  building, 
which  is  three  stories  high,  each  offering  85  x  95  feet  floor  space,  can  hardly 
be  called  too  large.  The  building  is  being  fitted  up  with  one  passenger  and 
two  goods  lifts,  and  should  prove  well  worth  inspection  when  ready.  We 
shall  give  further  particulars  as  soon  as  the  removal  has  taken  place.  We 
are  informed  that  Messrs.  Elliott  Bros,  started  in  business  on  the  identical 
spot  upon  which  Mr.  Levy’s  new  store  is  situated.

A  Doctor’s  Prescription-— At  Port  Melbourne  Court  on  9th 
July,  P.  M.  Hendry,  chemist,  of  Bay-street,  Port  Melbourne,  was  summoned 
by  Dr.  Frank  Cheetham  for  the  recovery  of  £1  Is.,  costs  incurred  in 
connection  with  a  threatened  action  for  slander,  Cheetham  v.  Hendry.  The 
particulars  of  the  demand  set  out  that  the  amount  claimed  was  paid  to  Mr. 
John  Ebsworth,  solicitor,  for  his  costs  in  advising  Dr.  Cheetham  regarding 
the  slander  action,  and  writing  to  the  defendant  in  reference  thereto.  It 
further  set  out  that  the  defendant  had  agreed  to  pay  such  sum.  It  appeared 
from  the  opening  statement  of  the  solicitor  for  the  plaintiff,  Mr.  Ebsworth, 
that  on  the  21st  May  Dr.  Cheetham  wrote  a  prescription  for  the  baby  of  a 
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Mrs.  Rice,  one  of  the  ingredients  being  morphia.  When  Mrs.  Rice  handed 
it  to  Mr.  Hendry  to  be  dispensed  by  him  he  told  her  that  it  contained  a  large 
amount  of  poison,  and  that  it  migiit  do  harm  to  the  child.  He  then 
dispensed  it  in  a  manner  not  intended  by  Dr.  Cheetham.  In  consequence  of 
this  Dr.  Cheetham  consulted  his  solicitor,  who  wrote  to  the  defendant.  Mr. 
Hendry  saw  the  plaintiff  several  times  on  the  matter,  and  finally  it  was 
agreed  that  he  should  publish  an  apology  in  a  local  paper  and  pay  the 
solicitor’s  costs  to  date.  On  these  terms  the  action  for  slander  was  to  be 
discontinued.  The  following  apology  appeared  in  the  Port  Melbourne  Tribune 
on  the  2nd  June  : — “  I,  P.  M.  Hendry,  of  Port  Melbourne,  chemist,  regret 
that  a  misapprehension  was  caused  by  me  through  the  manner  in  which  I 
dispensed  Dr.  Cheetham’s  prescription  for  Mrs.  Rice’s  baby.  I  had  no 
intention  of  casting  any  reflection  on  Dr.  Cheetham  whatever.”  Dr.  Frank 
Cheetham  corroborated  the  opening  statement  of  his  solicitor.  When  the 
apology  appeared  he  allowed  it  to  pass  as  sufficient.  He  had  no  desire,  how¬ 
ever,  of  forcing  the  defendant  to  “  eat  humble  pie,”  but  it  was  distinctly 
understood  that  the  defendant  was  to  pay  costs  incurred  to  date,  but  he  now 
repudiated  this  arrangement.  For  the  defence,  Mr.  Price  contended  that  as 
the  threatened  action  for  slander  had  never  been  commenced  the  plaintiff 
could  not  claim  solicitor’s  costs.  The  defendant  had  never  agreed  to  pay 
these.  P.  M.  Hendry,  the  defendant,  said  he  had  agreed  to  apologise,  as 
stated,  but  not  to  pay  costs.  With  regard  to  the  prescription,  he  considered 
that  it  was  so  peculiarly  written  that  a  chemist  was  justified  in  attributing  to 
it  a  meaning  different  to  that  intended.  After  consultation  the  bench  gave  a 
verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  with  £1  3s.  6d.  costs.  A  stay  of  execution  for  five

days  was  granted. 

Practising  as  an  Apothecary— Robert  Hermann,  who,  it  was 
alleged,  had  represented  himself  as  a  specialist,  was,  on  the  information  of 
Charles  Gerlach,  proceeded  against  in  the  District  Court  on  the  9th  July, 
before  Mr.  Nicholson,  P.M.,  and  a  Bench  of  Justices.  The  charge  was  that 
on  the  2nd  July  he  had,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Medical  Act, 
pretended  to  be  an  apothecary.  The  informant  sued  for  a  penalty  of  £50. 
Dr.  Mullen  was  for  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  M.  Lyle  for  the  defendant. 
Archibald  Harding  gave  evidence  of  having  gone  to  the  house  occupied  by 
the  defendant.  Before  leaving  he  purchased  pills,  for  which  he  paid  15s., 
and  received  some  pamphlets.  Witness  was  cross-examined  with  a  view  to 
eliciting  whether  the  defendant  had  in  any  way  represented  himself  as  being  a 
legally  qualified  medical  man  or  an  apothecary.  The  conversation  for  the 
most  part  had  relation  to  certain  ailments,  and  the  ability  of  the  defendant 
to  cure  them.  Mr.  Lyle  argued  that  there  had  been  no  evidence  given  as  to 
anybody  having  been  deceived  by  any  act  of  the  defendant,  and  therefore  the 
prosecution  must  fail.  Mr.  Nicholson  announced  that  it  had  been  decided  to 
impose  a  fine  of  £20,  with  £3  3s.  costs,  to  be  recoverable  by  distress,  in 
default  two  months’  imprisonment.  Mr.  Lyle  asked  for  a  stay  of  proceedings 
for  seven  days  in  order  that  an  appeal  might  be  made.  The  application  was 
granted,  and  it  was  ordered  that  defendant  should  find  one  surety  of  £50, 
with  himself  in  a  similar  amount. 
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A  Similar  Charge. — A.  De  Leon  was  then  proceeded  against  on  a 
similar  charge,  the  medicine  he  supplied  purporting  to  be  a  preparation  made 
from  a  formula  of  Dr.  Brown-Sequard.  Dr.  L.  L.  Smith  stated  that  the 
preparation  was,  so  far  as  he  knew,  not  what  it  purported  to  be,  but  merely 
a  mixture  of  quinine  and  sulphuric  acid.  A  fine  of  £10  was  imposed,  and 
in  default  of  distress  one  month’s  imprisonment  was  ordered.  As  in  the 
previous  case,  a  stay  of  proceedings  for  seven  days  was  allowed,  on  the  same 
conditions. 

Action  for  Work  and  Labour.— In  the  Richmond  Court  on 
the  4th  July  Joseph  Davis  sought  to  recover  from  Ellen  Neagle  a  sum  of  £3 
for  work  and  labour  done.  Plaintiff  said  he  sued  under  an  agreement  by 
which  he  was  to  cure  defendant  of  cancer  for  £10.  Of  this  sum  £7 
represented  the  value  of  the  ointment  used  in  the  treatment,  and  the 
remaining  £3  the  value  of  his  labour.  Dr.  Branson,  J.P.,  to  Davis  :  What 
qualification  have  you  to  make  such  a  contract  ? — Plaintiff  :  It  is  not 
professional  work  to  rub  ointment  on  a  person.  Mr.  Bird,  J.P.  •  I  want  to 
know  if  you  are  a  medical  practitioner  ? — Plaintiff  :  No.  Mr.  Hartnell, 
J.P.  :  Defendant  paid  for  the  ointment  and  not  the  labour  ? — Plaintiff  : 
Yes,  she  has  paid  £7.  Mr.  Bird,  J.P.  :  Who  gave  you  authority  to  prepare 
this  ointment  ? — Plaintiff  smiled  and  left  the  witness  box.  Case  struck  out. 

Grains  of  Paradise. — A  local  publican,  Augustine  Barbeta,  was, 
on  June  28th  charged  by  the  Excise  Department  with  having  in  his  posses¬ 
sion  a  certain  quantity  of  Essence  of  Grains  of  Paradise  contrary  to  the  act 
which  makes  it  illegal  for  any  brewer  or  retailer  of  beer  to  have  certain 
specified  chemical  ingredients  in  his  possession.  The  accused  was  fined  £50, 
or  in  default  three  months’  imprisonment.  Costs,  £1  Is.  Notice  of  appeal 
was  given,  and  the  defendant  was  required  to  give  sureties  to  prosecute  it,  or 
to  pay  the  fine  within  24  hours. 

Mr.  Harold  W-  Grimwade  has  been  admitted  as  a  partner  in 
the  firm  of  Messrs.  Felton,  Grimwade  &  Co.,  as  and  from  2nd  July,  1894. 

Mr.  F.  C-  Farrant  has  purchased  the  Steglitz  branch  of  the 
business  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Reid,  Ballarat. 

The  Revenue  Returns  for  the  year  ending  30th  June,  1894, 
give  the  duty  collected  on  opium  imported  into  Victoria  as  £9713,  as  against 
£11,293  for  the  corresponding  period  of  1893. 

Baron  von  Mueller  has  just  received  a  distinction  which  is 
peculiarly  coveted,  we  believe,  by  men'of  science,  and  is  valued  by  them  next  to 
the  gold  medal  of  the  Royal  Society  of  England.  He  has  been  elected  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  French  Institute,  in  succession  to  Alphonse  de  Candolle,  the  famous 
botanist,  recently  deceased.  The  institute  embraces  the  five  academies  within 
its  organisation,  and  is  one  of  the  essential  elements  of  intellectual  work  and 
progress  in  France,  and  to  belong  to  it  is  a  patent  of  literary,  artistic,  or 
scientific  nobility.  So  far  as  we  know  the  Baron  is  the  first  person  living 
south  of  the  equator  upon  whom  the  honour  has  been  conferred  since  the 
foundation  of  the  institute  on  the  25th  of  October,  1795. 

The  Opium  Bill.  — A  large  deputation  waited  on  the  Premier  on

the  27th  June,  and  asked  that  the  Government  should  re-introduce  the 
Opium  Bill  of  last  session  at  an  early  date,  in  order  that  the  measure  might 
have  a  reasonable  chance  of  being  passed  by  the  Legislative  Council,  instead 
ef  being  sent  to  it  at  the  close  of  the  session.  Subsequently,- when  the 
Assembly  met,  the  Premier  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  introduce  the  Bill, 
which  has,  however,  not  up  to  the  time  of  our  going  to  press,  been  circulated. 

Special  Meeting  oi  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of

The  Month-  —The  month  just  closed  has  proved  to  be  an  unusually 
quiet  one  in  business  circles.  The  weather  is  cold,  and  trade  in  the  country 
is  depressed,  in  consequence  of  the  element  of  uncertainty  prevailing,  owing  to 
the  possibility  of  trouble  as  an  outcome  of  the  impending  shearers’  strike. 
It  will  be  noted  with  regret  that  the  colony  has  sustained  a  loss  in  the  demise 
of  two  highly  esteemed  medical  men — Dr.  Joseph  Bancroft  and  Dr.  Ellison, 
the  former  being  in  addition  a  valued  contributor  on  scientific  subjects  to 
English  and  foreign  philosophical  institutes. 

Pharmacy  Board. — At  the  usual  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board, 
•held  on  June  14th,  the  following  members  attended: — Messrs.  Watkins 
(President),  Ward,  Chater  and  Taylor.  The  result  of  the  quarterly  examina¬ 
tions  was  announced,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  financial  and  other 
business  arising  out  of  correspondence,  etc.,  transacted,  none  of  which,  however, 
was  of  more  than  local  interest.  The  application  of  F.  E.  Smith  to  be 
examined  for  final  qualification  was  postponed.  The  hours  at  which  it  was 
decided  that  the  Registrar  should  attend  at  the  Board  Rooms  were  fixed  as 
follows  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  from  10.30  a.m.  to  12,30  a.m.  It  was 
decided  that  the  furniture  and  specimens  belonging  to  the  Board  be  insured 
forthwith,  and  Mr.  Ward  and  the  Registrar  were  deputed  to  see  these 
instructions  given  effect  to.

The  Late  Dr-  Joseph  Bancroft- — We  regret  to  announce  the 
death,  from  heart  disease,  in  his  59th  year,  of  this  well-known  gentleman, 
•esteemed  no  less  for  his  scientific  labours  than  for  his  personal  qualities.  Dr. 
Bancroft  was  born  at  Mancester  in  1836  ;  he  took  his  M.D.  degree  at  St. 
Andrews  in  1859  ;  practiced  at  Nottingham  until  1860,  when  he  emigrated 
to  Queensland.  Among  other  subjects  with  which  the  deceased’s  name  has 
been  identified  may  be  mentioned  grape-culture,  in  relation  to  which  his 
experiments  were  of  an  extensive  character  ;  oyster  culture  and  the  production 
of  artificial  pearls.  He  introduced  into  therapeutical  practice  several  species 
of  the  Duboisia  fand  other  plants. Dr.  Bancroft  is  also  credited  with 
the  invention  of  Australian  pemmican  or  desiccated  beef,  and  he  carried  on  its 
manufacture  at  Burpengary.  Furthermore,  the  subject  of  our  notice  was  an 
esteemed  authority  on  diseases  of  the  sugar-cane  and  banana.  As 
president  of  the  Medical  Board,  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Queensland 
Pharmacy  Act,  the  doctor  necessarily  was  brought  into  association  with 
chemists  requiring  recognition  of  their  qualifications.  Dr.  Bancroft  repre¬ 
sented  the  Medical  Board  at  the  recent  conference  of  the  Medical  and 
Pharmacy  Boards  in  reference  to  the  legislation  affecting  these  bodies.  The 
deceased  throughout  his  practice  in  Brisbane  dispensed  his  own  medicines 
through  a  chemist  in  his  employment.  The  funeral  drew  together  a  large 
and  representative  company — Messrs.  G.  Watkins,  M.  Ward,  E.  C.  Blake, 
and  A.  B.  Chater  attending  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  and  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Society. 

Alleged  Embezzlement  •  ^  y  ^  o  h c e  6  o  u ft  c  i e  / 

July,  before  Mr.  Pinnock,  P.M.,  Alfred  M.  Boyle,  on  remand,  appeared  in 
custody  on  the  charge  of  having  embezzled  the  money  of  his  employers, 
Messrs.  Prosser,  Taylor  &  Co.  (the  deficiency  being  stated  at  £79 4  4s.  6d.), 
in  whose  service  he  has  been  engaged  as  accountant  and  cashier.  Mr.  Baxter 
Bruce  appeared  to  prosecute,  and  Mr.  O'Shea  to  defend.  After  going 
through  the  evidence  defendant  was  committed  to  take  his  trial  at  the  next 
sittings  of  the  Southern  District  Court. 

Trade  Notes  and  Personal-— The  action  brought  by  Mr.  w. 
H.  Kirton,  of  Townsville,  against  the  Democrat  newspaper,  in  which  he 
claimed  damages  £1000,  for  alleged  libel,  has  been  concluded,  the  plaintiff 
being  awarded  £650  damages.

Dr.  Patton,  of  Georgetown,  has  been  appointed  surgeon  to  the 
Normanton  Hospital. 

Mr.  James  Watson  has  opened  a  chemist’s  business  at  Childers,  this 
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being  the  second  chemist’s  shop  opened  there  within  the  past  two  months. 
Mr.  Watson  was  formerly  managing  Mr.  Sapsford’s  business  at  Gympie. 

Mr.  Finnemore  (Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co.,  Melbourne)  is  at  present 
in  this  colony  ;  also  Mr.  Owers,  of  Messrs.  Blight  &  Loader,  Sydney,  agents 
for  Seigel’s  Syrup. 

Mr.  J.  Turnbull,  chemist,  of  Thursday  Island,  is  seriously  ill. 

Mr.  Evan  Prosser,  of  Sydney,  is  at  present  on  a  visit  to  North 
Queensland,  where,  at  this  time  of  the  year,  the  climate  is  the  finest  in  the 
world. 

The  marriage  of  Mr.  F.  E.  Smith,  chemist,  of  Maryborough,  and  Miss 
Linklater,  took  place  on  28th  June,  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Knipe  officiating.  The 
bridegroom’s  gifts  to  the  bridesmaids  were  sapphire  and  diamond  brooches. 
The  wedding  gifts  were  numerous,  comprising  presents  from  the  Ambulance 
Corps  and  the  Caledonian  Society.

Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  usual  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Tasmania  was  held  on  Monday,  July  2nd,  at  1 1  a.m.  Present — Mr.  A. 
P.  Miller  (Vice-President)  in  the  chair,  and  Messrs.  H.  T.  Gould,  J.  T. 
Weaver,  H.  C.  Drake,  and  the  Secretary  and  Registrar  (Mr.  J.  B.  Hickson). 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

Correspondence  was  dealt  with  from  Messrs.  Johnston,  Davies,  Collins, 
and  Bernard  Shaw  (Commissioner  of  Police). 

The  following  accounts  were  passed  for  payment  : — J.  B.  Hickson, 
£5  2s.  9d.;  J.  Walch  &  Sons,  16s.;  D.  Solomon,  £10;  Launceston  Examiner, 
£1  Is.;  Court  of  Medical  Examiners,  £3  3s.  The  name  of  Edward  Raymond 
Ash  was  erased  from  the  list  of  members,  he  having  left  the  Colony  and  being 
two  years  in  arrears  with  his  subscriptions.  Several  other  names  of  persons 
in  arrears  were  given,  but  dealing  with  them  was  deferred  until  a  future 
meeting. 

This  was  all  the  business,  and  the  meeting  closed. 

Poisoning  with  Bichromate  of  Potash-— A  case  of 
poisoning  occurred  in  Hobart  a  few  days  ago,  a  young  man  of  intemperate 
habits  having  taken  a  solution  of  this  drug.  Dr.  Bingham  Crowther  was 
called  in,  but  his  services  were  of  no  avail,  as  death  ensued  shortly  after  the 
doctor  saw  him.  Pot.  Bichrom.  has  caused  a  stir  among  medical  men  in 
England  as  a  medicine  of  recent  introduction  ;  it  has,  however,  been  used  by 
the  homoeopaths  for  many  years. 

Mr.  D.  R.  Dossetor,  the  representative  of  the  Tasmanian 
Eucalyptus  Oil  Company  in  New  Zealand,  has  recently  paid  a  flying  visit  to 
Hobart  on  account  of  family  matters,  he  having,  through  his  wife,  come  into 
a,  fortune  of  about  £15,000  by  the  death  of  Mrs.  Dossetor’s  father.  Mr. 
Dossetor  reports  business  in  New  Zealand  as  good,  the  “Platypus  Brand  n 
being  now  thoroughly  well  established,  and  commanding  a  large  sale. 
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NEW  ZEALAND. 

The  Pharmacy  Bill-  — The  chief  object  of  concern  to  the  phar¬ 
maceutist  at  the  present  time  is,  of  course,  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  the 
question  as  to  its  passing  is  the  one  uppermost  in  his  thoughts.  Already. it 
has  been  launched  on  its  career  through  Parliament,  and  has  passed  its 
primary  stage  of  “  first  reading.”  The  Pharmacy  Board  were  determined  to 
be  in  time  this  year,  and  Dr.  Newman,  M.H.R.,  is  again  the  champion  of 
the  pharmacists.  The  personnel  of  the  House  has  greatly  changed  since  the 
general  election  ;  we  anticipate  more  liberality  of  thought  from  a  House 
elected  under  “  female  franchise,”  and  that  measures  purely  for  the  safety  and 
good  of  the  community  will  meet  with  an  enlightened  and  liberal  attention* 
So  far,  I  have  not  heard  of  any  date  fixed  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill. 

The  Shop  and  Shop  Assistants’  Bill.— A  measure  of 

importance  to  the  entire  trading  community  has  just  passed  its  second  reading 
in  the  House  of  Representatives — the  “  Shop  and  Shop  Assistants’  Bill.’’ 
This  is  one  of  the  Labour  Bills  ;  its  intention  being  to  secure  a  weekly  half¬ 
holiday  to  shop  employees  by  the  absolute  closing  of  all  shops  on  one  day  in 
the  week  ;  the  only  exceptions  allowed  are  those  of  fishmongers,  fruiterers, 
and  restaurant  keepers.  Generally  speaking,  the  Bill  is  hailed  with 
satisfaction  by  all  classes  of  the  trading  community,  and  certainly  so  by  the- 
chemists  of  Wellington.  Unfortunately,  the  Bill  fixes  no  day  for  closing, 
but  leaves  its  selection  to  the  local  authorities  ;  as  this  clause  provoked  a 
good  deal  of  discussion  in  the  House,  it  may  possibly  be  so  altered  in 
committee  as  to  make  Saturday  the  statutory  holiday.  Says  the  Ev/  viinq 
Post  : — “  ‘  The  Shop  Hours’  Bill  ’  was  received  with  a  mingled  chorus  of 
welcome  and  acquiescence.  The  objections  were  few  and  trivial.  It  was 
read  a  second  time  practically  without  opposition,  and  will,  no  doubt,  pass 
into  law.” 

Ill  Mr.  Horrax,  the  new  member  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  we-  have 
one  well  fitted  for  the  post,  as  an  eminently  practical  man  of  business,  and 
thoroughly  conversant  with  the  requirements  of  the  trade  in  this  colony.  Mr.. 
Horrax  graduated  as  an  apprentice,  assistant,  and  master  in  England  ;  he 
was  for  some  time  in  the  well-known  wholesale  house  of  Woolley  &  Sons,. 
Manchester,  and  in  business  at  Lytham.  Coming  to  New  Zealand  in  1873, 
he  joined  the  N.Z.  Drug  Co.,  at  Dunedin,  was  shortly  after  transferred  to 
the  Wellington  branch,  and  travelled  for  the  house  for  about  eight  years. 
Twelve  months  age  he  joined  Sharland  &  Co.  as  town  representative.  Mr. 
Horrax  was  a  pupil  at  Dr.  Muter’s  school  of  pharmacy  in  London,  and 
carried  off  various  certificates  of  merit;  in  1872  he  passed  the  minor 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 

Mr.  O-  J-  Kempthorne  has  severed  his  connection  with  the 
N.Z.  Drug  Co.  The  business  of  the  Wellington  branch  has  shrunk  greatly 
of  late  years,  and  the  expenses  of  management  have  kept  at  a  very  high 
figure — the  late  manager  drew  a  salary  of  £650  per  annum  and  commission 
— the  new  manager  receives  £350,  and  the  business  will  in  reality  be- 
manager  from  Dunedin. 
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In  the  divorce  case  Of  0.  Kempthorn  v  Mrs.  Kempthorn,  the 
jury  found  the  respondent  guilty  of  adultery  with  the  co-respondent  Rogers* 
His  Honour  granted  a  decree  nisi. 

Very  much  regret  vvas  felt  that  Mr.  Thomas  Ancell  was  not 
appointed  local  manager  for  the  New  Zealand  Drug  Co.  during  the  recent 
changes.  Mr.  Ancell  some  years  ago  was  at  the  head  of  the  local  branch, 
and  his  return  to  his  old  position  would  have  been  hailed  with  satisfaction 
by  every  member  of  the  trade,  and  would  certainly  have  resulted  in  the  return 
of  a  great  many  customers  who  fell  away  under  the  regime  of  the  late 
manager. 

The  Friendly  Societies’  Dispensary  Movement  is 

■making  headway.  The  agitation  is  not  allowed  to  languish  ;  many  of  the 
lodges  have  given  in  their  adhesion  to  the  movement,  and  others  no  doubt 
will  follow  ;  the  last  joining  lodge  is  Court  Sir  George  Grey,  A.O.F.,  which 
takes  40  shares  per  100  members.  In  Auckland,  the  Societies  are  following 
suit,  as  witness  the  following  clipping  from  the  Post:  —  “The  Auckland 
United  Friendly  Societies’  Conference  has  just  formulated  an  interesting 
scheme  for  submission  to  the  various  branches  of  the  Friendly  Societies  of 
the  city.  It  is  proposed  to  establish  a  dispensary  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  drugs  to  its  members,  and  also  to  engage  two  medical  men,  whose 
sole  duty  shall  be  to  attend  to  the  2500  members  and  their  wives  and 
families.  The  radius  at  present  for  a  Society  doctor  is  three  miles,  and  the 
new  scheme  proposes  that  it  be  extended  to  four  miles.  It  is  said  that  the 
proposals  are  not  viewed  with  favour  by  the  local  medical  men. 

Jury  Service- — It  is  singular  to  note  the  opposite  views  held  by 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  on  application  for  relief  from  this  service.  At 
the  late  Court  Sittings,  Mr.  R.  Cross,  chemist,  applied  to  the  Chief  Justice 
to  be  excused  on  the  ground  that  he  was  a  chemist,  and  his  business  would 
suffer  if  left.  H  is  Honour  admitted  the  force  of  the  argument  and  granted 
the  request,  adding,  that  it  was  a  wonder  chemists  did  not  take  legal  steps  to 
secure  general  exemption.  His  Honour,  who  likes  his  little  joke,  could  not 
resist  the  opportunity  of  trotting  out  the  venerable  old  chestnut  record  in 
Bardell  v.  Pickwick.  On  the  other  hand  in  Mr.  Justice  Richmond’s  court  a 
few  days  later,  Mr.  W.  Mantell,  dentist,  asked  for  exemption  on  the  ground 
that  he  was  a  professional  man,  but  the  judge  declined  the  proposal.  Judge 
Richmond  is  always  loth  to  let  a  good  juryman  go  ;  he  has  more  than  once 
refused  a  similar  request  made  by  your  correspondent. 

Business- — I  am  sorry  I  cannot  report  any  change  for  the  better. 
All  trades  are  suffering  alike,  and  the  number  of  bankruptcies  during  the 
past  month  is  much  over  the  average,  added  to  which  the  weather  has  been 
greatly  opposed  to  business  ;  no  less  than  thirteen  days  of  rain  are  recorded, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  high  winds,  for  which  Wellington  has  an  unenviable 
reputation.  As  factors  towards  a  better  state  of  business  and  increased 
confidence  in  trading  circles,  we  have  the  resumption  of  business  by  the  Loan 
and  Mercantile  Agency  Co.,  and  the  substantial  support  extended  to  the 
Bank  of  New  Zealand  at  a  most  critical  time  by  the  Colonial  Government  to 
the  tune  ot  £2,000,000. 
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Burglary. — It  is  not  often  that  a  chemist’s  shop  is  burglarized,  for 
the  very  good  reason  that  unusually  they  contain  little  in  the  way  of  valuables 
and  still  less  of  material  wealth.  A  few  nights  ago,  however,  the  shop  of 
Mr.  Britain,  chemist  was  forcibly  entered,  but  the  only  booty  carried  off  was 
a  few  shillings  in  silver.  Entrance  was  obtained  by  an  upstairs  window  at 
the  back.

London,  June  8th,  1894. 

The  Annual  Meeting  and  Dinner  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  which  have  just  been  held,  have  been  more  than  ordinarily  successful. 
At  the  former  more  interest  was  evinced  generally  than  is  usually  the  case, 
and  instead  of  a  series  of  useless  complainings,  several  interesting  speeches 
were  made.  The  matters  which  were  discussed,  although  not  numerous,  were 
approached  in  a  temperate  spirit,  and  altogether  things  seemed  considerably 
brighter  than  they  have  done  in  former  years.  The  President’s  remarks  were 
mainly  limited  to  the  review  of  proceedings  that  have  been  taken  during  the 
year  under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  had  especial  reference  to  those  esses  in 
which  the  offending  articles  were  proprietary  medicines  containing  poisons.. 
In  spite  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  which  regulates  the  sale  of  these,  and  which 
is  asserted  to  be  couched  in  clear  English,  County  Court  judges,  before  whom 
such  cases  usually  come,  seem  unable  to  arrive  at  a  definite  conclusion  as  to 
what  constitutes  a  poison  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  The  Society 
maintains,  and  rightly  so,  that  poison  is  poison,  and  if  a  scheduled  article  is 
used  in  any  preparation,  then  such  preparation  should  be  amenable  to  the 
Act.  Very  few  of  the  County  Court  judges  incline  to  this  way  of  viewing 
the  question.  They  regard  the  quantity  of  the  noxious  material  that  is  con¬ 
tained  in  the  bottle  sold  rather  than  the  substance  itself,  and  are  apt  to  decide 
upon  the  question  of  fact  ;  if  the  quantities  of  poison  contained  in  a  single 
bottle  is  sufficient  to  kill,  then  it  can  only  be  sold  by  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  but  if  a  minute  quantity,  not  sufficient  to  kill,  is  put  in,  then  anyone 
may  sell  it.  Of  course  chemists  will  at  onee  see  that  such  a  theory  is  absurd, 
but  it  forms  the  ubiquitous  hole  in  the  Act  of  parliament  through  which  it  is 
possible  to  drive  the  proverbial  coach  and  four.  If  such  a  state  of  things  is 
allowed  to  develop,  it  wifi  be  a  simple  thing  for  manufacturers  of  poisonous 
proprietaries  to  put  in  so  much  and  no  more  of  the  noxious  drug,  that  will 
enable  them  to  pass  scatheless  through  the  legal  machinery.  A  typical  case 
which  will  very  soon  be  heard  in  the  Court  of  Appeal  will,  it  is  hoped,  once 
and  for  all  decide  the  question  “  What  is  a  poison  from  a  legal  point  of  view 
under  the  Pharmacy  Act.”

With  regard  to  the  extension  of  the  poison  schedule  itself,  which  is  so 
loudly  clamoured  for  in  some  quarters,  the  President  is  of  opinion  that  it  is 
advisable  to  “  hasten  slowly.”  His  remarks  upon  this  head  were  very 
pertinent  and  worthy  of  transcript.  He  said  “  My  suggestion  therefore  is 
that  we  should  carry  out  as  far  as  we  can  our  Act,  and  take  proceedings  in 
regard  to  the  sale  of  those  poisons  which  are  within  the  schedule,  and  be 
content  with  that  until  the  public  is  better  instructed.  When  the  public  is 
’better  instructed  the  Privy  Council  will  be  better  instructed,  and  I  think  the 
time  will  come  when  it  will  be  found  that  with  a  number  of  registered  persons 
■spread  all  over  the  country,  there  will  be  no  inconvenience  whatever  to  any¬ 
body  in  restricting  the  sale  not  only  of  carbolic  acid  but  a  number  of  other 
preparations  to  registered  men.  But  while  we  are  taking  proceedings  against 
hucksters,  grocers  and  others  for  the  sale  of  proprietary  preparations,  and 
pro  hieing  in  their  minds  the  notion — an  erroneous  notion — that  our  object  is 
mot  a  legitimate  one,  that  we  are  forcing  an  interpretation  of  the  Act  that  was 
never  intended.  While  we  are  doing  that  it  seems  to  me  it  is  not  exactly  the 
time  to  speak  too  much  about  increasing  the  number  of  poisons  in  the 
schedule.” 

This  same  kind  of  spirit  of  not  asking  for  too  much  seems  to  have 
dominated  the  Council  in  their  consideration  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  amendment 
Bill.  Instead  of  putting  forward  a  large  number  of  demands  encroaching 
mpon  the  domains,  so  to  speak,  of  existing  traders,  they  have  contented  them¬ 
selves  with  asking  for  permission  to  make  certain  alterations  in  their  internal 
arrangements  which  will  conduce  to  the  stability  of  their  Society  and  increase 
their  power. 

A  lively  discussion  ensued  upon  a  motion  made  by  Mr.  Robinson  which 
.practically  amounted  to  a  recommendation  to  the  Council  to  alter  the  working 
•of  Clause  3  in  the  proposed  Bill.  At  present  this  clause  limits  the  number 
of  representatives  from  the  Class  of  Chemists  and  Druggists  (Minor  men) 
upon  the  Council,  and  Mr.  Robinson  proposed  to  remove  this  limitation, 
maintaining  that  minor  men  should  be  equally  eligible  with  major  men,  and 
contended  that  such  an  alteration  would  induce  many  who  still  held  aloof  from 
the  Society  to  enrol  themselves  under  its  banner.  The  meeting  was  against 
it,  but  Mr.  Robinson  still  lives  in  hopes  of  carrying  his  motion  in  time  to 
come. 

Those  interested  in  science  in  all  lands  will  regret  to  hear  of  the  untimely 
death  of  Mr.  George  J.  Romanes,  which  occurred  suddenly  at  Oxford  on  the 
23rd  May.  He  had  devoted  much  of  his  time  to  explaining  Darwin’s  theories. 
He  was  an  excellent  friend  of  the  author  of  The  Origin  of  Species  during  his 
.lifetime.  Although  he  graduated  at  Cambridge  he  had  for  some  years  been 
connected  with  Oxford  University,  and  founded  a  lectureship  there  a  few 
years  back. 

Messrs.  (Southall  Brothers  and  Barclay,  of  Birmingham,  have  introduced 
a  veritable  novelty  in  the  shape  of  a  powdered  extract  for  making  Herb  Beer. 
Its  advantages  for  export  trade  over  all  liquid  preparations  with  which  it 
competes  are  obvious,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  it  will  at  once  create  a 
large  demand  for  itself.  It  is  guaranteed  to  be  composed  of  the  genuine 
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extracts  of  Hops,  Dandelion,  Horehound,  Marshmallow,  Sarsaparilla,  Gentian, 
Yarrow,  &c.,  in  a  state  of  powder.  Being  highly  concentrated,  a  little  of  it 
goes  a  long  way  so  to  speak,  a  small  tin  retailing  at  6d.  being  capable  of 
producing  twelve  gallons  of  herb  beer,  which  of  course  has  to  be  sweetened  and 
fermented  in  the  usual  way.  The  resulting  beverage  is  distinctly  pleasant 

and  palatable,  and  does  not  in  any  way  remind  one  of  the  “  doctor’s  shop.” 

The  patent  of  Messrs.  Kay  Brothers,  of  Stockport,  taken  out  in  1892 

for  a  special  method  of  manufacturing  Chlorodyne,  has,  at  the  instance  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  been  revoked.  After  looking  over  the  objections 
lodged  against  the  patent,  the  respondents  acknowledged  that  their  discovery 
had  been  anticipated.  A  curious  point  in  connection  with  the  matter  is  that 
they  proposed  to  spell  their  product  “  Klorodyne.” 

A  Salisbury  chemist  has  brought  out  a  very  neat  poison  bottle  alarm 
which  will  be  little  more  than  a  trifle  above  the  price  of  ordinary  corks.  It 
is,  in  fact,  merely  a  diminutive  bell  attached  to  a  capped  cork — very  neat, 
very  effective,  and  very  reasonable  in  price.  It  possesses  all  the  advantages 
which  ought  to  ensure  it  a  ready  sale. 

Pharmacists  here  feel  very  elated  at  the  election  from  their  ranks  of  a 
scientist  for  the  distinction  of  F.R.S.  Mr.  J.  Wilson  Swan,  the  inventor  of 
the  incandescent  electric  lamp,  will  have  the  honour  of  being  this  year  elected 
a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  the  highest  honour,  as  your  readers  are 
doubtless  aware,  that  it  is  possible  to  confer  upon  those  devoted  to  the  study 
of  science.  Mr.  Swan  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  well  known  firm  of 
pharmaceutical  chemists,  Messrs.  Mawson  &  Swan,  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
but  retired  many  years  ago  from  business,  although  not  from  work.  He  has 
since  devoted  his  life  and  work  to  the  elucidation  of  electrical  and  other 
problems,  and  well  deserves  the  honoured  title  accorded  to  him
